It need scanvi.v be toi.l th.it in die 


pipes of l.«iu ago each iV.uhe:' append- 
ed to tlie stem rejin-ei:lc; an enemy 
slain. 
If one doubled the record of 


the war 
eaj-iie feailurs, [lie warrior 


then showed the scalps of ihe enemy, 
which were kept us a sort of u s.icnM 
proof ot his word. Such pipes were 
used only on occasions of peace and 


| war. Speaking roughly, thV best pipes 


of eastern tribes were in molded cl.iy, 
the best of the western tribes iu slate 
pipe stone taken from tlie famous nuar- 
ry west of the Mlulsilppi. Before the 
great buffalo uud antelope hunts, when 
herds of game wore driven Into a |teuml 
or an inclosed area of snares, it was 
customary for the Inditing to whiff the 
Incense of propitiation to the spirits of 
the animals about to be slain, explain- 
ing that only the desire for food com- 
pelled the ludluu to kill and that tlie 
hunt wns the will of the Master of Life, 
or "Muster of the Roaring \Vlndn." who 
would compcusnte the animals in tlie 
next world. The pipes used for this 
ceremony usually show the figure of a 
man In conference with the figure of 
an aulmal. -Others show the figures of 
Indians with locked hands. This typi- 
fies a vow of friendship to be termi- 
nated ouly by death. 
It was usually

only of the expenditures for nomina- 
tions and elections of all candidates 
but also of all contributions received 
and expenditures made by- political 
committees." There was a general dis- 
position in Congress to laugh at the 
President's recommendation, but iu the 
light of recent events and with an 
awakened public sentiment on the sub- 
ject of campaign contributions and ex- 
penditures it ia regarded as entirely 
probable that the President will reiter- 
ate tills recommendation In his next 
mesduge to Congress and that the mem- 
bers of Congress may deem it unwise 
to treat tho President's views with the 
levity which characterized their atti- 
tude last winter.

bridge of the Mikasu, instead of the 
conning tower. 


"Much of our success in the treat- 


ment of wounded," said Dr. Suzuki, "I 
ascribe to the fact that before every 
engagement I ordered each member of 
the crew to bathe and put on perfectly 
clean underclothing. In a great many 
shot wounds fragments of clothing are 
carried into the body and our Insistence 
upon clean 
underclothing prevented 


many cases of blood poisoning among 
our wounded. 


"Our experience 
during 
the war 


proved that the conning tower of a 
warship is a most 
dangerous eitua- 


tiou. 
Kragtueuts of 
shell 
penetrate 


through the silts in the tower made 
to furnish the commanding officer a 
range of vision, uud do great dam- 
age. Realizing this fact. Admiral Togo, 
in all the naval engagements, directed 
his fleet from the compass bridge of 
the Mikasa, without receiving at any- 
time the slightest wound. 


"The vision of the men who flre the 


guns' of th« warship must necessarily 
be of the very best If their shots are 
to count. 
Before every engagement 


the surgeons examined the eyes of the 
gunners. 
Any of them 
found with 


alight Impairment 
of 
vision were 


treated, and if the impairment was too 
firave to yield to Immediate treatmeut 
they were transferred to another sta- 
tion and their places tilled by men 
whose eyes- were perfect. 
And. too, 


during engagements, every 
battery 


crew was supplied with water In which 
a 1 percent solution of boracic acid 
had been mixed to wash out their eyes 
when they became affected by powder 
smoke or dust." 


Dr. Suzuki said that by the issuance 


of quantities of extra heavy clothing, 
gloves aud boots, the crews of tin- 
Japanese ships were so well fortified 
against cold that, despite the winter 
operations against Port Arthur, not one 
case of frost bite was brought into (he 
surgeries of the ships.

Now they 
come iu a lime of prosperity wtieu the 
country Is prepared to deal with tueui 
vigorously without their producing a 
paralyzing elleel on commerical aclivi- 


The best feature of the situation in 


our minds i.s, nfier nil, not. tho plain 
proofs of business pnwperity, but the 
manifold signs' of the revival of busi- 
ness sobriety and honesty. All over 
the country there are iiituiifeetiuiont of 
a moral uplifting. Never was there a 
time when there was so much discus- 
sion of the ethical problems of busi- 
ntts. 
Kiglit or nine years ago the 


country passed through un educational 
campaign, iu regard to the economic 
properties of money. At that time the 
people of the United States learned 
more about the nature aud function of 
money tbnu they ever knew before. 
The result of the campaign of educa- 
tion has beeu to place this country 
upon a sound money basis, which is 
one of the factors of our astonishing 
business prosperity today. 


Now the country is passing through 


an educational campaign, lu regard to 
the ethical problems attaching to the 
use of money. The newspapers, the 
magazines, the periodicals, the books 
of fiction as well as of economics, are 
filled with disciiKsionp of the various 
questions arising out of the adminis- 
tration of wealth. 
This educational 


campaign is bound to produce results 
eveu more wonderful tbau those which 
flowed from the Bryan campaign of 
189<>, when the voters settled the silver 
question. 


The people of the Uuited States have 


learued the art of making money to a 
degree uot possessed by auy other race 
iu the world. Now, it would seem that 
they had set their minds to solving the 
problem of the proper use of wealth. 
They are debating the question of 
tainted money; they are agitating the 
proper methods of administrating trust 
fuude; they are holding the possessors 
of great individual wealth, and the trus- 
tees of collective wealth, to a more 
rigid account. The result of this has 
Already teen a process of house-cleau- 
iug iu the affairs of corporations, which 
is of enormous promise, not only to 
Ibis country, but to the whole world. 


The investigation which is now go- 


ing on in regard to insurance ought to 
beof incalculable value. 
It must in- 


evitably result in; cleaner, better, more 
economical methods of administration 
of the life Insurance companies. 
It 


will, doubtless, lead to federal control 
of )!fe insurance, if that cau be estab- 
lished under the constltutiou, and ila 
control will be carried on for the better 
protection of policyholders. liut, more 
than that, the investigation promises 
to throw new light upon the whole 
question of the responsibilities of trus- 
tees. 
Already it promises to break 


down the vicious system of corporation 
coutiibutions to political campaign 
funds, and it will, doubtless, result iu 
a law providing for publicity in the 
United States of the receipts aud dis- 
bursements of political committees. 


Much has beeu achieved iu uplifting 


the standards of business administra- 
tion in the past few years. Unless the 
people in their material prosperity, in 


' the rush and hurry of making money, 


and iu the luxury of spending it, for- 
get the questions which are now press- 
ing co strongly upon the country, even 
more will be achieved iu the next five 
years.so that it will be said that the 
world has made a real, tangible prog- 
ress iu the direction of cleaner and 
more houorable methods of business 
administration, and, as honesty is al- 
ways the best policy, this ethical prog- 
ress will be intimately associated with 
a sound, material prosperity. 


Instead, therefore, of being afraid to 


discuss the various questions arising 
out of the testimony iu the insurance 
investigation, instead of neglecting the 
problem of railroad rates, the question 
of government regulation of corpora- 
tions, the subject of publicity and of 
honest accounting and banking, and 
the whole program of a square deal iu 
the conduct of business affairs, let us 
rather keep alive the agitation in the 
assurance that such an agitation Is the 
best foundation for the future well-be- 
ing of the country.

After greeting Mrs. Conger, the Km-

>res.s Dowager looked toward me, and 
advanced with a reverencv. She met 


me half-way and extended her hand 
with another brilliant smile, which 
quite won me, aud I spontaneously 
raised her dainty lingers to my lips. 
Tills was not in the protocol programme 
It was an involuntary and surprised 
tribute on my part by her unexpected 
cliaim. Hhe then turned and, witli a 
graceful gesture, extended her hand to- 
ward the 
Kmperor and murmured, 


"the Emperor," and watched me close- 
ly while I rnude his Majesty the foi- 
mal reverence. He acknowledged the 
salutation by a slight bow and a stere- 
otyped smile, but I felt that he, too, 
was closely scrutinizing me as his 
shrewd glance swept uiy person. * * * 


At thissecond sitting I looked at the 


Empress Dowager critically. 1 feared 
that the agreeable impression of her 
and of hei personal appearance that I 
hud formed the day before had proba- 
bly been too hasty, the result of the un- 
usual glamour lu which 1 had begun 
the portrait.

Ill the July 1st number of Book 


Noteu, of Providence, edlled by Mr 
Sidney S. Kider, who .lanns to be aii 
authority ou Rhode Island history a 
fourteeu-coluuiu article appeared en- 
tilled "The Billy Sloryof ihe Exercise 
of Masouic linen by Jews at Newport 
R. I., In 1050 Exploded," and 'fynJ 
Unlawful Naturalization of a Jew and 
hisElecliou to the Rhode Island Ven- 
ate in June. 1800." 


That article was the result of an in- 


quiryby the writer who, shortly after 
readiug it, sent a letier to Ihe editor 
expressive of a few Ihougiiis regarding 
the Jailer's views. To this an arrogant 
auewer was received, ending with the 
following words: "If what I have writ- 
leu is nol irue, I wish Iis falsity shown, 
aud would be only too glad to have you 
do it." 


Complying with ibis wish, disproofs 


will uow be given of al least iwo of ihe 
main statements of the article, aud 
their falsity shown. These two staie- 
uienls relale, Qrsl, lo ihe Jewish Sen- 
ator, aud, secondly, to the record of a 
deed from Nathaniel Dickens to Mor- 
decai Campanall aud Moses Pacliei:- 
koe, daled February 28, 1077 The ev- 
isteuce of this deed is denied bv the 
edilor, aud upou such denial Is based 
the claim thai there were no Jews in 
Newport pno.r to 1084 wheu they are 
lirst mentioned in the printed Colonial 
Records, and that therefore they could 
nol have exercised Masonic riles there 
iu 1050. 


AS TO A JEWISH SKXATOK. 


I. Regardiug the Jewish Senator 


An iuquiry had beeu made by ihe wri- 
ter, of a third party, with the view of 
ascerlaiuiug the facts about the elec- 
tion of a Jew to the Seuate of Rhode 
Island, as mentioned iu a letter writ- 
ten by Mr. N. H. Gould, of Newport 
to the Massachusetts Graud Lodge of 
Freemasons, iu 1870, aud published in 
the Proceedings of that Li'.dge for thai 
year, at page 358. Mr. Gould, m lhal 
leiter, referred to a rnemoraudum aud 
other data which he had found, iu 
1839, among the effects, of a deceased 
relative who was a descendant of oue 
of Ihe Colonial Governors, and whic'i 
related to the early Israelites of New- 
port and Masonry. He slated that he 
valued oue of these papers, which he 
also called a douumeut, "as a record 
of a people whom all of the descend- 
ants of the original inhabitants of this 
Colony valued for their intelligence 
aud unflinching honesty, even though 
Massachusetts saw fit, iu her self- 
righteousness, to protest, iu after veers, 
against oue of that sect beiug elected 
to tbe Senate of this Slate, which pro- 
voked a smile, and a reply not to be 
forgotten, from tbe sous of those who 
had tasted the sincerity aud piety of 
the protestors." 


The reply referred to by Gould, ap- 


parently was made by a descendant of 
a Quaker or Baptist. 


In addition to the iuquiry aboul the 


Senator, certain information was inci- 
dentally asked about Moses Seixas, a 
Graud Master of Masons iu Khode 
Island from 1802 to 1800. 


The editor of Rook Notes, lo which 


the iuquiry was submitted by the writ- 
er's correspondent, undertook to an- 
swer the queetiuu regarding the Jewish 
Senator, aud, in connection with his 
answer, gave his views on early Ma- 
sonry iu his Stale. 


This is what he says, in his arlicie, 


about the Senator: 


"Iu Juue, 1800, Samuel Elam, a Jew, 


was elected a member of the Rhode 
Island Seuate. He also sal in tlie Oc- 
lober Session; and iu February, 1801." 


Then the editor gives au account of 


r.latu, aud enters into a consideration 
of the power of tbe Geuera! Assembly 
io grant naturalization to a Jew. 
He 


cites a well known case in 170-', where 
the Superior Court of Khode Island 
had refused naturalization to two Jews, 
and comments on thai case as a viola- 
lion of ihe fundamental principle on 
which I he1 Colony was founded. 


He also states thai afler tbe adop- 


tion of the Constitution of the United 
States in 17S'J, the General Assembly 
of Rhode Island "uatiirali/.ed a Jew. 
Sauiuel_EIam," aud that this nalurall- 
zaiiuii, for reasons given, was a direct 
violation of the English statutes under 
which the General Assembly acted 
(the State Constitution uot beiug adopt- j 
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stated that Elam came to

Ihey are uoted as having prtwuted a 
peliiiou to the General Assembly on 
Juuei-lihof that year, and the "Gen- 
eral Assembly Is uoted as having, In an- 
swer, declared regarding them: "They 
may expect as jipod protection here as 
any stranger, beiug uot of our nation,

If the above does not prove the fals 


uy of tbe statement tliat Samuel Elarn 
•VIM. « Jew. t|,e writer would be verT 
glad to have it shown that Elam was "a 
Jew.

2. Another pan 
of the article iu 


Hook Notes, in treating of the exer- 
cise of Masouic rites by Jews in New- 
port about the year 1656, makes, as 
iis basis, a denial of the existence aud 
record of a cerlaiu deed from Nathaniel 
Dickens to Mordecai Campanall and 
Moses Pachackoe, two Jews of New- 
port, daled iu 1C77. 


The writer's inquiry did uot relate 


to Il:e subject of ilnsi.nry, but the edi- 
lor saw lit to go iuio ii because it was 
meulioued in the leiter of N. H. Gould 
to the Massachusetls Graud Lodge, of 
1870, already referred to. 
That letter 


was written iu answer to a question 
put to Gould regarding a statement 
iu Rev. Edward Petersou's "History 
olRhode Is laud aud New|mrt iu the 
Past,1' page 
lOl, lhal Masonry was 


iiil:oduced inio thai rtlale by the 
Israelites in 1U5S. A copy of ihe let- 
ter had beeu sent to the writer's cor- 
respondent to 3Hii.it him in ascertain- 
ing Ihe meaning of Ihe allusion to the 
eltciiou of a Jew to the Senate, and 
had been submitted to Mr. Kider. 


Peterson had 
writleii as 
follows: 


"Iu the spring „[ 1058, Mordecai 


Campamiall, Moses Packeckoe, Levi, 
and others, in all flfteeu families, ar- 
rived al Newport from Hollaud. They 
brought with them the three a«t de- 
grees of Masonry aud worked them iu 
the house of Campanuall, and contin- 
ued to do so, they aud their successors, 
to the year 1742." 


He had referred to documents In 


the possession of Gould as authority 
for hia statemeut. 


Book Note* chose to criticiae the 


Masouic part of Gould's letter. 
The 


arguments advanced aie uol new nor 
convincing. 
Borne of them will be 


incldeutally answered here, 
in pass- 


ing, it may be stated thai Masonry was 
uot entirely unknown in North Amer- 
ica iu tbe seventeenth ceulury. Ma- 
souic writers are agreed ou that point. 


Gould, In his letter of reply, sub- 


milled as partial authority for Peter- 
sou's staiemeu I aboul Masonry, which 
he indicates is not all the evidence he 
had ou the subject, a paper which, 
wheu writiug about it in 1S70, was iu 
a tender state and partly undecipher- 
able, readiug as follows:

1060, or 8 (nol cerlaiu which, as the 
place was stained aud broken; ihe Ihree 
tirsl ligures were plain), We men all ye 
House oil' Mordecai Campuuall and afT- 
ter Syuagog Wee gave Abm Moses the 
degrees of Macourie."

Clerk's office a copy of a Deed (certi- 
ne.l hy \\ Illiam Coddhigton Town 
Clerk, lUth October, 1077), in Rook No. 
3, page 11, of Land Evidence, of a cur- 
tain lot of land thirty feet square, sold 
by Nathaniel Dickens to Mcrdecai Cam- 
pauall, and Moses Packeckoe, for a bur- 
ial Place for the Jews. This deed is 
28lb February, 1077." 


Then attention is called to Ihe fact 


thai Frederick Denison, in a paper 
read in Providence iu 1SSO) Narr. Hisl 
Keg. v. 4, p. 30.), had stated, without 
referring to any authority but follow- 
ing, as is claimed, Peterson, "ihat the 
laud now ihe Jewish Cemetery

Newport, was boughi Ou the iSih of 
Decernlier, 1077."

Then ihe reckless editor makes the 


following extraordinary comment aud 
assertion: 


"How could a deed made iu Decem- 


ber, 1677, be certified in October of the 
same year; or how could a Deed made 
in December, 1077, be also made Iu 
iu February 1077-7, or in 1077-8? Hut 
the town records of Newport show no 
such Deed to-day. 
The 'Laud Evi- 


dence,' Book 3, page 11, does not show 
it; nor does it appear iu any index now- 
known to the city Recorder, aud Keeper 
of these Kecords. 
The Jewish Ceme- 


tery exists, but this deed is not at pres- 
ent to be fouud. Dickens dwell in 
Newport at the time." 


The above is exactly as it appeared 


In Book Notes, at page S)9. 


No authority is given for the assertion 


i)f the non-existence of the deed. 
The 


argument is thai, because Deulsou pos- 
Mbly made a niirtjuotatioii of date from 
Pelereou. therefore Peterson was wtoug 
I'he edilor was notified that it would 
require au oillulal search ;to show that 
.he deed did uot exist. He was also 
.old that if such search should show 
:hat book3, page 11, did not contain a 
copy of the deed it would still not be 
conclusive of the falsity of Petersou's 
itatemeut, unless it was shown at the 
same time that the present Book 3 was 
he same as the Book 3 that ongiually 
existed In 1677,as many of the old records 
lad been lost or destroyed during the 
devolution. It was also suggesteofthttt 
.'Peterson had made a mistake iu the 
efereuce to.the deed beiug uow (1853) 
u the towu Clerk's Offlce iu Book 3, 
>»ge 11, he had probably followed some 
arller writer 
who had made that 


tatemeut wheu the deed was ou re- 
cord. 


Now for the disproof of the state- 


meut in regard to this deed. 


In the first place, Petersou was uol 


the first writer lo mention Ibis deed as 
recorded iu Book 3, page 11. Arthur 
A. Rose, iu his "Discourse, Embracing 
the Civil aud Religious Liberty ot 
Rhode Island," delivered April 4, 1838 
and published iu that year, gives at 
page 180, the book aud page as Peter- 
sou 
subsequently 
gave 
it iu 1853. 


Peterson, therefore, cannot lie held re- 
sponsible as the sole authority for the 
slaleuieul regarding the record of Ihe 
deed, and that part of his history, al 
leasl, uiusl be admitted to be auihori- 
tative if it be shown that the deed from 
Dickens lo Campanall and Pachackoe 
is now on record, aud thai such record 
proves it to have been entered in limik 
o, page Ii, of Laud Evidence. 


A reference lo tins deed will be found 


Iu volume 0, of the Newport Historical 
-Magazine, page SI, el'seq., a work with 
which a writer on Rhode Island history 
is presumably familiar. 
That volume 


contains an (address delivered in June, 
lasii, and published in October of ihe 
same year, by Rev. A. P. Mendes, then 
the minister of the congregation own- 
ing the Jewish Cemetery at Newport

"strangers," while residents, if they 
were regarded a» strangers? A stran- 
ger, iu one nf the senses used in the 
• lecord, was an alien. The Jews were 
aliens, though residents; they were not 
citizens, and iu that sense were stran- 
gers. In another sense also they were 
strangers. They were of a different or 
stranger nation. Iu the Dlukeim deed 
of 1U77 the granlees are described as of 
the Jewish Nation. Tills would make 
them, as the record of 1084 has It "not 
of our nation." They were therefore 
properly lo t« legurded as suangers 
Ihuugh residents. Iu still another sense 
they could have been regarded as strang- 
ers. The Colonists were imbued with 
the Biblical spirit, and were familiar 
with the Old and New Testaments 
Ihey employed the term "strauuer" 
m I he sense used in ihose Books. 
"I 


have been a stranger in a strange 
land." Exod. li, 22. "Moses.. .. was 
a stranger iu tlie land of Midiau where 
he begat two sous;" Acts, vil 29 
"I 


was a stranger and ye took me iu " 
Mat. xxv. 36. "Oue law and oue 
ordinance shall be for you, aud for the 
stranger that sojourueth with you." 
Num. xv, 16. 


If the Jews were "strangers" iu 1677 


beiug desigualed as of the Jewish Na- 
tlou— auother form of "uot of our na- 
tioii"_and were called "strangers" hi 
10S4, and after a seven years' residence 
the designation of them as strangers in 
tlie latier year does not prove as claimed 
bytheeditorof Book Notes, that they 
were not at Newport iu 1650 or 1658.

"SUCTION 1. The house of represent- 


atives shall consist of one hundred 
members, and shall be constituted on 
the basis of population as shown by the 
United States census next preceding 
the apportionment, always allowing 
one representative for a fraction exceed- 
ing half the ratio; but each town and 
city shall always be entitled to at least 
one member; and no town or city shall 
have more than one-fourth of the whole 
number of members. The general as- 
sembly shall, after any new census 
taken by the authority of the United 
States, reapportlou the representation 
in conformity with the foregoing pro- 
visions. As soon as tills amendment 
goes into ellect, and after each census, 
Eind as occasion may require, the gener- 
al assembly shall divide each town aud 
;:Ity into as many districts as it is eu- 
.itled to representatives, and one rep- 
resentative shall be elected from each 
district by the qualified electors thereof.
